Prompt Punishment For Murder 


of American and Release of 
Prisoners Asked 


AMBASSADOR ALSO 
SENDS STRONG MESSAGE 


President Wilson, and Ambassa- 
dor Lane Meet Today to Dis- 
cuss Situation

Washington, July 27.—Strong vep- 
resentations, the most drastic in 
phraseology that have been made 


sinee the present American adminis- 
tration came into power, were made 
to the Huerta governmert in Mexico 
today. 

The U. S. government demanded 
not only the prompt arrest, courtmar- 
tial and punishrient of the Mexican 
federat soldiers who shat Chas. 3B, 
Dixon, an American immigration of- 
ficial, at Juarez, Mexico, but the im- 
mediate release of Chas. Bissell and 
Bernhard McDonald, mining mana- 
gers, imprisoned by federal soldiers 
at Chihuahua city, 
threatened with execution. 

So serious were these representa- 
tions regarded that they overshadow- 
ed largely the theoretical considera- 
tions of policy which the visit of Am- 
bassador Lane had brought to a cli- 
max. The ambassador himself was 
so exercised over the developments in 
Mexico that he dictated two strong 
telegrams, one to the embassy at Mex- 
ico City, and the other to the Ameri- 
can consul at Juarez and when Sccre- 
tary Bryan slightly modified their 
tone, they were approved and prompi- 
ly despatched. 

Ambassador Wilson declined to dis- 
cuss the affair, but he will probably 
explain his views on such happenings 
when he meets President Wilson to- 
morrow for a generat tiscussion of 
conditions in Mexico. The president 
had the ambassador's long report in 
hand today and studied it carefully. 
In the meantime the ambassador 
would give no ‘inkling of the recom- 


mendations he has in mind, beyond 
the general statement that his plan 
would conserve the friendly relations 


between Mexico and the United Staves 
and protect likewise the interests of 
American citizens in the southern re- 
public.
